So many patterns for sport­ 
swear call for the large industri­ 
al type zippers.

What can you suggest 
about this and why do pattern 
companies use this detail with­ 
out letting the fabirc depart­ 
ments know about them so that 
they could supply us? 
JUDY 
DEAR JUDY, 
Trying to keep up with the 
g a d g e t s that are sometimes 
used on patterns is quite a task. 
Perhaps if the pattern compan- 
out letting the fabric depart­ 
ments know in advance about 
what they will be featuring, ev­ 
eryone would be happier. 
I will suggest you use a con­ 
ventional zipper and then use a 
decorative braid or ribbon as a 
trim around the zipper and you 
will have a very attractive, orig­ 
inal closing with the appear­ 
ance of the clunky type detail. 
You will want the zipper to be 
exposed, not covered. This will 
require you to machine stitch a 
little more than Vs inch e a c h : 
side of the center front line and 
straight across the lower end 
according to the length of zipper 
you will use. Cut down the cen- i 
ter, between the two stitching 
lines and clip to each corner, 
turn the edges under and pin 
this fold to the top, or right side 
of the zipper. Machine stitch in 
place before planning the trim 
you will use around the zipper. 
Miter the com ers of the trim for 
a neat finish. 
MRS. ANNE B o e d e r , St. 
Louis, Mo. wins the Tailor Trix 
pressing board this week for her 
suggestion as follows: 
“ Last year I made a suit with 
a high, stand-up, mandarin-type 
collar which although properly

I sewed it on very carefully but, 
when it w*as finished, the dress 
looked pulled and actually gath­ 
ered under the trim. What other 
method could have been used?

DEAR MRS. J.P.P.: 
Several 
factors could 
have 
caused this and I shall mention 
two of them since I haven't ac­ 
tually seen your dress. First, it 
is possible that the trimming 
wasn’t flexible enough to go 
around a curved area and it 
might also have been too heavy 
for the weight of your dress. 
There are so many different 
types of jeweled trimming that 
are available, be sure to check 
these points out before making 
a purchase. 
Another important point to re­ 
members is this: even if the 
trimming is completely flexible, 
you must pin and baste the outer 
edge smoothly in place first. Af­ 
ter this is finished, you will no­ 
tice the inner edge which will be

closest to the neckline of your 
garm ent will look slightly full; 
this can be eased in as you sew 
it in position. Many women have 
found that if they run a hand 
basting 
with 
a 
small 
stitch 
around this inner edge it makes 
it much e a s i e r to position 
smoothly. 


If you were to work with the 
inner edge first, there wouldn’t 
be enough of the trim to fit the 
larger area and this of course 
could cause the puckering. Nev­ 
er sew any kind of trim on with 
tiny tight stitches. Always work 
with a looser thread to avoid 
that nailed-down look. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
Whenever I try to let an old 
hem down, the lower edge looks 
bulgy instead of smooth. How 
can I avoid this since it looks as 
if all of us will be letting down 
our hems in the near future?

DEAR MRS. P.P.: 
Your problem probably start­ 


ed long before you tried to let 
the hem down. 
Most women 
really don’t know how to press 
properly and 
they invariably 
press in long sweeping strokes 
like they use when they are 
doing the family ironing. This 
can completely distort any part 


of a garment. 
Carefully place your hem on 
the ironing board and if it looks 
stretched out of shape, ease it 
gently and press it back into 
shape by using an up-and-down 
movement with the iron, not a 
sliding movement. All pressing 
should be done on the wrong 
side of the fabric and usually a 
steam iron is recommended. If 
the crease line is stubborn to re­ 
move, try dampening it was vin­ 
egar and water or with seltzer 
water < not sweet soda).

Resumption of San Francisco 
Bay ferry service by the Golden 
Gate Bridge district moved clos­ 
er yesterday with several ac­ 
tions by district directors. 
The district, which operated 
Tiburon-San Francisco service 
when Harbor Tours was strike­ 
bound, hopes to launch service 
to Sausalito by July 1. 
In a series of moves, directors 
called for bids May 29 for ap­ 
proximately $80,000 in modifica­ 
tions to the district’s new ferry­ 
boat, the Point Loma, and for 
construction 
of a 
temporary 
landing facility for the vessel 
near the old ferry slip in Salsa- 
lito. 
The board also approved hir- 


ing Walter Landor and Asso­ 
ciates at a maximum of $55,000 
to work out a marketing scheme 
for the district’s

That step 
was taken despite calls by at 
least two directors to seek a 
less expensive contract with 
some other firm.

Union Leaders Talk Of 


Countrywide Stoppage 


The president of Local 21 of 
the San Francisco Typographi­ 
cal Workers Union said last 
night that a general Marin 
County work stoppage might be 
the solution needed to resolve 
the four-month strike at the In- 
dependent-Journal newspaper. 
Leon Olson told about 75 per­ 
sons gathered at Civic Center 
that a general labor strike 
“ could end this” but added that 
it was not easily attained be­ 
cause of the large number of 
persons involved. 
Olson spoke at a two-hour for­ 
um on the strike sponsored by 
the Marin Coalition, a faction of 
labor, education, church and 
rights organizations, and 14 oth­ 
er groups. 
The forum was originally con­ 
ceived as a two-sided debate 
and airing of the strike issues 
but 
the Independent-Journal 
declined to send a speaker, say­ 
ing that “no useful purpose can 
be served by debating the issues , 
other than at the bargaining ta­ 
ble.” 
Charles B. Weers, secretary 
of the Marin County Labor 
Council, supported Olson’s hints 
of a general strike, saying that 
the entire labor movement in 
the Bay Area supported the ty­ 
pographical union. 
Weers also told the audience i 
that he had “ been informed” j 
that the strike at the Indepen­ 
dent-Journal stemmed from an

Olson said the printers’ local 
had agreed to negotiate on the 
“ bogus type” issue, but expect­ 
ed to receive something in re­ 
turn if this was stricken from 
the contract. “ Bogus type” is 
type set by printers knowing it 
will never be used in the paper, i 
Olson said that the “ bogus 
type” and discharge issues are 
merely a “ smoke screen” for 
the real issue, the breaking of 
the union. 
The majority of the audience 
supported the union during an 
hour-long question and answer 
period. Speakers from the audi-1 
ence condemned the newspaper 
for making strike preparations 
■ long before the walkout started, 
for seeking to eliminate the ap­ 
prentice program and for seek­ 
ing to lay blame for broken win­ 
dows of businessmen on the 
union. 
On the issue of violence, Ol­ 
son, in answer to a question, ad­ 
mitted that incidents such as 
the Valentine’s Day riot “ don’t 
reflect well on the union.” He 
said he felt that the term “ van­ 
dalism” rather than “ violence" 
more adequately summed up 
union actions at the demonstra­ 
tion. 
David Jenkins, who identified 
himself as a longshoreman, said 
he felt the union people had 
been “ quite restrained” in the 
strike, noting that during a long­ 
shoreman's strike several years 
ago college youths who worked 
as strikebreakers on the docks 
were “ thrown into the bay.”

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School Tax Problem: 


Keeping Up With Inflation 


Five school district tax measures 
will be before voters in various parts 
of Marin County on June 2 primary 
ballots. 
San Rafael High School District is 
asking its voters to raise the ceiling on 
its general operating tax rate (the part 
which is under voter c o n t r o l ) from 
$1.75 to $2.05 per $100 assessed val­ 
uation. San Rafael Elementary School 
District seeks a similar raise in its lim­ 
it. from $2.25 to $2.65. Ross School 
District w a n t s permission for an in- 
c r e a s e from $2.70 to $3.70; Reed 
School District, from $2.25 to $2.85; 
Lagunitas School District, from $2.65 
to $3.55. 
This m e a n s about one of every 
four school d i s t r i c t s in the county 
seeks a tax limit increase on this elec­ 
tion day. Still others have already had 
such elections. And one, Novato, has 
scheduled another for July. 
FOR MANY YEARS, appeals for 
increases in school district taxes have 
been based, at least in part, on grow­ 
ing school population. More children 
h a v e demanded more schools, more 
teachers. Increase in assessed valua­ 
tion u s u a l l y has lagged behind in­ 
crease in school population. 
This year, however, there is no in­ 
crease in pupils in most of the dis­ 
tricts. Why, then, are so many asking 
tax increases? 
The reason is, quite simply, infla­ 
tion. 
THIS IS THE WHOLE explanation 


for the two San Rafael issues. 
San Rafael Elementary and High 
School Districts have been in compara- 
t i v e l y prosperous situations. They 
have been able to spend, if not lavish­ 
ly, at least what their educators consi­ 
der adequately, and still wind up each 
year with a respectable balance in the 
bank. 
But inflation has caught up. 
According to t h e citizen finance 
committee whose investigation preced­ 
ed the call for the tax election, both 
districts must have more money than 
their present tax rates will raise, in or­ 
der to maintain present programs. The 
school administration has said an addi­ 
tional 17 cents will be needed on the 
elementary school district rate and 
20.7 cents on the high school rate. The 
30 and 40-cent increase are predicated 
on further inflation in the following 
two years. 
THE C A S E UNDOUBTEDLY is 
s i m i 1 a r in the other districts. While 
the liberality or stinginess of p a s t 
spending practices varies from district 
to district, all are faced with the sad 
f a c t that the cost of everything for 
which they must pay has been rising 
rapidly and continues to rise. And so, 
in order to keep spending on the same 
scale, and providing the same services, 
they must ask for higher taxes. 
Boiled down to essentials, then, the 
question before the voters is this: Do 
you want your schools to keep up with 
inflation?

A 
newspaper 
in 
Milan,

summed up the mood in a 
headline: ‘‘Too Perfect; The 
Public Is Getting Bored.” 


Then things happened. And 
the public no longer rem ained 
bored. After three days in 
space, plus 206,000 m iles from 
earth, with A p o 11 o ’s crew 
“ wishing 
everyone 
there 
a 
nice evening,” it suddenly hap­ 
pened.

IT WAS A CRY of alarm 
from three men, in the black 
void of outer space, who in­ 
stead of landing in the Sea of 
Serenity on the moon, were in 
peril of becoming weightlessly 
trapped with their spaceship a 
sarcophagus, indefinitely en­ 
tombed in space orbit. 
This was — to use space-age 
understatem ent — a problem. 
And when you have a problem, 
m an’s humanity ceases to be 
bored. The prospect of a death 
no man ever did — death in 
space, cold, alone, m erging 
with 
the 
prim eval 
dust

stars, was shockingly unthink­ 
able. 
The p r o b l e m humanizes 
m an. The space problem hu­ 
manized the space program . It 
was as if the huge expensive 
m achine and its mission didn’t 
m atter any longer. W hat m at­ 
tered was bringing home safe­ 
ly three earthlings. 
THE PRECIOUS moon dust, 
stilled for several billion years 
in airless moonscape; will still 
be there for another several 
billion years. 
Vulnerable men cannot wait. 
Their survival depends upon a 
l i f e - s u p p o r t system that 
seemed to be running out of 
breatheable air, w ater, power 
and supplies. And the ship of 
space was yet to traverse a 
weightless ocean of void more 
than 200,000 m iles deep, to 
reach the promised earth.

Give men a smoothly operat­ 
ing spaceship, plodding into a 
pathless void toward another 
world, and they get weary. 
SHOW MEN a c r i p p l e d 
s p a c e s h i p , with a waning 
life-support system and falter­ 
ing hope to m ake it back 
home, and you get them excit­ 
ed. And excited men begin to 
care, as they have never cared 
before, and become noble as 
they were never noble before. 
When 
they 
are 
threatened, 
they act. And when they act 
they see their finest hour. 
Once again, in astronomical 
dimensions, m an's resiliency 
in the face of failure was prov­ 
en. Apollo’s trium phant return 
to earth dram atized the univ­ 
ersal truth that given enough 
determ ination, guts and united 
effort, the failure of the m ach­ 
ine need not be fatal, if m an is 
at the controls, to save himself 
and his element.

WASHINGTON - In h i s 
highly emotional performance 
announcing 
the invasion 
of 
Cambodia, President N i x o n 
touched only glancingly on the 
peril of g r e a t e r Russian- 
Chinese involvement. He chose 
to gloss over the dangers in 
deepening divisiveness here at 
home. 
This last was m ade manifi- 
fest on Capitol Hill and on the 
college campuses hardly be­ 
fore the sound of his words 
died away. It is a storm that 
will gain momentum as the 
weeks pass in what seems al­ 
most certain to be still another 
prolonged and, finally, futile 
“ search and destroy” pursuit 
of an enemy as elusive as the 
shadows in the jungle. 
SERIOUS as is this divisive­ 
ness, it pales alongside the 
peril of a confrontation with 
the other super powers at the 
brink of the nuclear abyss. 
Rivals for leadership of the 
Communist bloc, Russia and 
China m ust compete in adven­ 
turism and in hostility toward 
the “im perialist powers.” Pre­ 
m ier Alexei Kosygin’s denun­ 
ciation of the Cambodian inva­ 
sion in a ra re p e r s o n a l - 
appearance press conference 
is the first warning signal. 
IN WESTERN EUROPE one 
of the ablest young leaders 
with full access to intelligence 
reports puts prim ary stress on 
tliis 
Russian-Chinese rivalry 
as an obstacle to stability and 
peace. 
In his appraisal Moscow has 
no motive to bring about any 
abatem ent of the Indochina 
war. On the contrary, while it 
continues China m ust in spite 
of a prim itive and strained 
economy supply m aterial help 
to Hanoi. 
But neither is Moscow a con­ 
fident giant. In the balance be­ 
tween w ar and peace a classi­ 
cal elem ent has always been 
internal weekness and unrest. 
Foreign 
adventurism and a 
threatening enemy are a con­ 
venient m eans for enforcing 
unity. 
SERIOUS ECONOMIC trou­ 
bles plague the Soviet Union — 
a shortage of consumer goods, 
bottlenecks and snafus in prod­ 
uction, the ills of a moribund 
bureaucracy. T h e s e accen­ 
tuate the rivalries for power in 
the Kremlin. The speculation 
— and it is entirely conjecture 
as a facade of total secrecy 
screens that iron fastness — 


has put Leonid I. Brezhnev, 
the Communist P arty boss, in 
the ascendancy with the hard­ 
liners on the m ilitary side. 
It may, therefore, be signifi­ 
cant that Kosygin surfaced, 
the first tim e a Russian pre­ 
m ier m ade such a move since 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
in 
1960, 
with an attack on President 
Nixon and a promise to align 
other powers against the Unit­ 
ed States in Indochina. 


WHAT IS FAR less well 
known is the external weak­ 
ness of the Soviet Union. F a r 
from being ah answer to the 
unrest in the eastern bloc, the 
Russian invasion of Czechoslo­ 
vakia in August of 1968 and the 
purging of Alexander Dubcek 
and his liberalizing regim e fed 
the deep discontent and dis­ 
trust in the satellite capitals. 


Janos Kadar of Hungary is 
both more subtle and more 
cautious than Dubcek in frus­ 
trating the dictates of Moscow. 
Rum ania’s Communist Party 
general s e c r e t a r y Nicolas 
Ceausescu openly defies the 
Kremlin. In February, 1969, 
with the Prague assualt still 
an open wound, he m et with 
Yugoslav President Tito. An 
official announcement a f t e r 
the meeting said the two had 
reaffirm ed the principles of 
sovereignty 
and 
noninterfer­ 
ence by one power in the af­ 
fairs of another power. 


The dissidents are confident 
for one good and simple rea­ 
son. They are convinced Mos­ 
cow cannot afford a n o t h e r 
Prague. It would shatter the 
remaining pretense of unity on 
the eve of the conclave of 
Communist nations the Krem­ 
lin has called for the fall. 


THE EASTERN bloc powers 
want to cooperate in a variety 
of ways with Western Europe. 
They would especially like to 
get capital and technical as­ 
sistance, with Dubcek social­ 
ism as their goal. Their rest­ 
lessness is a constant concern 
for Moscow. 


Now by his newest wary, 
President Nixon has given the 
Russians a chance to whip up 
the hostility of the satellites. 
With restraint and a show of 
quiet strength he could have 
helped to hold the balance for 
what he professes to want— 
negotiation and not confronta­ 
tion. Instead he has taken a 
perilous gamble that is in it­ 
self a confession of weakness.

THE SACRAMENTO SCENE 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
springs before the 1972 presiden­ 
tial primary season. Sens. Ed­ 
mund S. Muskie of Maine and 
George S. McGovern of South 
Dakota are taking the first, im­ 
portant steps likely to lead to 
races for the presidency. 
In a sense, the two Democrat­ 
ic senators have been cam­ 
paigning ever since 1968. criss­ 
crossing the country, making 
speeches designed to keep them 
in the public eye and helping 
fellow Democrats in the manner 
used 
by John 
Kennedy and 
Richard Nixon to lay the base 
for their presidential bids. 
Now. they are beginning to 
take 
more 
definite 
steps— 
though any decision is still at 
least 18 months away. 
Muskie has set up a separate 
research office, ostensibly for 
his Senate campaign likely to 
result in a landslide victory this 
fall. He has started to draw on a 
series 
of 
issue-oriented 
task 
forces. He is beginning to gath­ 
er tapes and films of his activi­ 
ties. and has started to break in 
“ advance men" for his out-of- 
town appearances. 


McGovern, like Muskie a fre­ 
quent speaker for his two dozen 
colleagues

this fall, has raised $300.000 for 
their campaigns. He is realign­ 
ing his staff and plans to hire 
key political and media opera­ 
tives. And he is laying the first, 
tentative outlines of a national 
political 
organization 
for his 
presidential bid. 
Muskie, the 1968 vice presi­ 
dential nominee, is widely re­ 
garded by politicians as the ear­ 
ly 
front-runner.

for Mc­ 
Govern. who made a brief un­ 
successful presidential bid in 
1968 following Robert F. Kenne­ 
dy's assassination, even some o f:

about how far he can go. 


OTHERS IN FIELD 


Muskie and McGovern, while 
the furthest advanced towards a 
presidential race, are not alone 
as Democratic hopefuls. For­ 
mer Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey, the 1968 nominee, is 
expected to try again if he is 
successful in regaining a Minne­ 
sota Senate seat this November. 
But many politicians who sup­ 
ported Humphrey in 1968 tell re­ 
porters privately they hope he 
won't try in 1972, feeling he has 
little chance. 
Other hopefuls in the Senate 
include Sens. Birch E. Bayh of 
Indana. who has stepped up his 
national speaking activities aft­ 
er leading the successful fights 
against President Nixon’s two 
Supreme Court nominees; Sen.

The island’s "central position 
in the are ol Free World defen­ 
sive strength from the Aleutians 
to Southeast Asia and beyond 
largely accounts for the U.S. 
military presence here.” Robert 
A Fearey, the U.S. civil admin­ 
istrator, said in a recent speech.

Big Uproar Over Firing Of Marin Catholic Coaches 


Marin Catholic High School 
erupted in a storm of protest 
y e s t e r d a y following the an­ 
nouncement earlier in the week 
that Gary Hughes will not be re­ 
hired as athletic director next 
year, and head football coach 
and teacher Cliff Vattuone will 
not be rehired at all. 


The 
announcement 
c a m e 
Thursday from Joseph Breen, 
head of the Kentfield school’s 
T e a c h e r s ’ Association, who 
along with a m ajority of faculty 
and students rallied to the de­ 
fense of the coaches. 


The 
school’s 
faculty 
met 
Thursday night and again yes­ 
terday afternoon, calling for i 


the dismissal of the principal. 
Monsignor E d w a r d Dullea. 
and a reshuffling of the ad­ 
ministration. 


Monsignor Dullea’s secretary 
said yesterday that he was not 
accepting telephone calls when 
he was asked to comment for 
the administration. 


At a baseball gam e yesterday 
afternoon Marin Catholic play­ 
ers wore black arm bands in 
support of Hughes, who is head 
coach of the team. Breen said 
Hughes has not been fired from 
that position or as a teacher. 
Vattuone, who learned of the 
administration’s 
d e c i s i o n 
Wednesday, 
s a i d 
yesterday, 


“ I'm shocked. I think that the 
c h a r g e s leveled against me 
were invalid. I ‘still don't know 
what 
the 
b a s i s 
for 
those 
charges were.” 


Breen 
said 
the 
c h a r g e s 
against 
Vattuone in 
his first 
year as football coach, were 
lack of leadership qualities and 
a failure to instill spirit in the 
football team, which last season 
had a record of 3 wins. 4 loses 
and 2 ties. The school’s record 
the previous three years was 
8-16-1. 


Hughes, who is in his first 
year as the director and has 
a one year contract, was dis­ 
missed, according to Breen, for 
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causing the baseball team to be 
barred 
from post-season play 
for scheduling a p r e - s e a s o n 
scrim m age, leaving gym doors 
unlocked, 
failing to have the 


f o o t b a l l stands erected on 
schedule because finances were­ 
n ’t available, loss of revenue at 
the first two football gam es be­ 
cause of lax organization and 


leaving 
the 
pitching 
machine 
out. 
Hughes said today that am 
comment from him before the 
school issues a public statement 
would only serve to dam age the 
situation further 


He did state, however, that he 
went to the administration Mon­ 
day to discuss the m atter. It is 
his contention that the charges 
against him involve things that 
can for the most part be easily 
corrected. 


Breen 
was 
less diplomatic. 
“ The entire policy of their (the 
administration) review and dis­ 
missal is subject to question and 
immediate review,” he said.

the dismissals were forthcom­ 
ing- 
John 
Bechtold, 
the 
school’s 
director of publicity, said that 
Dullea had told Vattuone after 
the football season that he was 
satisfied with the coach's per­ 
formance and the team ’s rec­ 
ord. 


Vatuonne stated that he was 
puzzled by the decision to fire 
him from his teaching duties as 
well as the coaching job. Refer­ 
ring to the latter, lie said. “ I’ve 
never seen them < the adminis­ 
trators) at more than two of our 
gam es.” 


According to Breen and Bech­ 
told. a vast majority of per­ 
sons on the campus are behind 
the coaches. “ The faculty is de­ 
manding a reshuffling of the ad­ 
ministration on a more reasona­ 
ble basis than simple siniority.” 
stated 
Breen. 
“ They 
are de­ 
manding reinstatem ent of the 
coaches, that the athletic de­ 
partm ent have an informative 
voice in electing the athletic 
director, and that applications 
for new and existing jobs be 
open to all.”

Merely A Wavelet

NEW YORK (UPI) - The re­ 
duction of margin requirements 
on the stock m arket was intend­ 
ed to make a big splash on the 
business news front this week. 
The splash was only a ripple. 
The m arket did go up when 
the Federal Reserve Board cut 
margins from 80 to 65 per cent 
but not even enough to offset 
declines earlier in the week and 
the volume didn’t increase en­ 
ough to set Wall Street afire. 
In fact, the street had other 
bad news. Large layoffs were 
announced by two big broker­ 
age firms, Hayden Stone and 
Francis I. DuPont. Hayden 
Stone also cut 3,000 workers’ 
pay 10 per cent and slashed 65 
stockholder executives 15 per 
cent. 
The bond m arket sank again 
with the result that some buyers 
of new issues were getting them 
at yields above 10 per cent. 
Boise Cascade offered a $75 mil­ 
lion debenture issue with a cou­ 
pon rate of 10 per cent. Howev­ 
er, short term interest rates be­ 
gan to fall a little. 
Treasury Secretary D a v i d 
Kennedy said federal spending 
for the fiscal vear ending June 


30 
may exceed 
the Febrary 
forecast by $1.5 billion. 
Dun and Bradstreet said re­ 
tail trade was up 1 to 5 per cent 
from a year ago this yveek on 
the average, which was all price 
inflation. And the April sales 
gains of the larger retail chains 
from a year ago were quite 
1 lackluster, only 4.4 per cent for 
Sears Roebuck and 3 per cent 
for Montgomery Ward for ex­ 
ample. 
To ordinary folk, the most 
chilling news was that the 
unemployment rate jumped in 
April to 4.8 per cent from 4. 4 
per cent iu March. The wild­ 
cat trucking strikes may have 
played a part in the increase. 
The Federal Reserve contin­ 
ued its recent policy of alter­

“ Iceland BsVe, SS, cv $2.00.” 
This cryptic designation 
is 
quite clear to anyone who col­ 
lects postage stamps. 
It is a listing of a stamp issue 
from Iceland. 
B3 is the number of the issue 
in Scott’s S t a n d a r d Postage 
Stamp*Catalogue, which is used 
by most collectors in the United 
States. The “ B ” in the number 
means that it is what Scott calls 
a 
“ semi-postal” — a stamp 
which paid postage for only part 
of the amount for which it was 
sold, with the additional charge 
usually going to some charity. 
Tiie asterisk means this is an 
unused specimen — uncancelled 
and still with gum on the back. 
“ SS” 
designates a 
“ souvenir 
sheet” — a small sheet contain­ 
ing one or more stamps with a 
marginal description, i s s u e d 
more as a souvenir of some ex­ 
hibit or event than for use in 
sending mail, although still val­ 
id for payment of postage. “ Cv 
$2.00” means the catalogue val­ 
ue in Scott’s catalogue is $2.

Scott’s Iceland B3 was a sou­ 
venir sheet issued to commem- 
roate Leif Eriksson Day (It is 
spelled Leifr Ericsson’s Day in

Oct. 9. 1938. It contains a 30 aur 
stamp picturing a statue of E r­ 
iksson, a 40 aur showing a por­ 
tion of the globe with his route 
from Iceland to America, and a 
60 aur with a close-up of the sta­ 
tue. 


G E N E R A L COLLECTORS 
would, of course, be interested 
in the item. So would collectors 
of stamps of the Scandinavian 
countries. 
So 
would 
“ topical 
collectors” whose topic is either 
maps on stamps or globes on 
stamps. And so would these 
whose interest in stamps is tied 
to the history of America. 
Many events in American his­ 
tory, from Columbus’ landing 
in the West Indies to Apollo l l ’s 
landing on the moon, have been 
pictured on postage stamps of 
the U n i t e d States. But for 
stamps relating to the earliest 
explorations of the continent, 
one must turn to the stamps of 
Iceland. 
This is hardly surprising. It 
was from Iceland 
that Erik 
Thorvvaldsson —- banished for 
three years because he had 
killed two men in a fight over 
his treasured family heirlooms 
— set sail in 982 to explore the 
c-o a s t of Greenland, which 
across Davis Strait is some 100 
miles nearer the coast of North 
America than is Watling Island 
in the Bahamas, the “ San Salva­ 
dor” where Columbus made his 
landfall in 1492 — just 510 years 
later. 


“ ERIK THE RED” s p e n t 
three years exploring the Green­ 
land coast, all the way up the 
west coast through Davis Strait 
and perhaps beyond, an accom­ 
plishment which the 20th Centu­ 
ry e x p l o r e r Fridtjof Nansen 
(shown on Scott’s Norway 397, 
393. B5, B6. B7, B8, B15.‘ Bt6. 
B17, and B18) said proved Erik 
one of the boldest and most re­ 
sourceful n a v i g a t o r s of all 
times. 
No stamp has commemorated 
Erik the Red’s exploration, nor 
his return with a party of immi­ 
grants in the year 936 to plant 
the f:rst colony of white men in 
the Western Hemisphere — a 
colony that survived for five

ery not only with souvenir sheet 
B3 but with No. 214, issued to 
commemorate the New York 
World Fair of 1939 and showing 
a different projection of his 
route on a portion of the globe 
ITS NUMBERS 215, 216, 229, 
230 a n d 231, commemorate 


Thorfinn Karlsefni, another Ice­ 
lander who in about the year 
1010 planted the first European 
colony on the North American 
continent, in the region of Leif 
Eriksson’s “Vinland” discovery. 
There is a gap in the philatel­ 
ic history of North America 
from the time of Karlsefni to 


that of Columbus. Iceland’s ex­ 
plorations are indicated on only 
one more stamp, 391, which 
shows a modern map of Iceland 
and the coast of North America 
alongside one drawn about 1590 
by Sigurdur Stefansson whic’’ 
has ‘‘Vinland" as a long penin­ 


sula jutting north almost to 
"Markland” (apparentlv Labra­ 
dor). 


THERE IS MORE to the story 
of Norse exploration of North 
America. Perhaps it will yet be 
commemorated on stamps — 
probably by Iceland, or bv 


Greenland, which was closely 
involved with its history, rather 
than by the United States.

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Little Gir Is Still Like To Twirl Batons 
By DON KEOWN 


Isn’t baton-twirling something 
of an anachronism — outdated 
and overly frivolous, even for 
children, in these serious times? 
Not at all, replies 
Mindy 
Jones, one of Marin’s most ac­ 
complished twirlers and now a 
teacher of the art of baton- 
handling at three locations. 
The baton, she says, retains a 
strong appeal for little girls who 
delight in mastering the skill of 
twirling. 


AND ADULTS and children 
alike still delight in watching 
parades and spectacles with lots 
of bands, preferably, of course 
with pretty majorettes as their 
advance units. 
Furthermore, says Mi n d y , 
children derive a real, practical 
benefit from the many hours 
they devote to baton-twirling. 
It makes much the same 
contribution to the development 
of coordination, p o i s e and 
gracefulness that ballet does,” 
says the young teacher. “It en­ 
courages nimble fingers as well 
as graceful arms and legs.” 


NOW 21, MINDY began her 
twirling at 11. Although she has 
lived most of her life in Marin 
County, she was at that time re­ 
siding in Washington state. 
I read an article in a news­ 
paper about twirlers and imme­ 
diately was interested,” she re­ 
members. 
So she began studying under a 
t e a c h e r named Marylou In­ 
gram, and then marching with 
that instructor’s j u n i o r drill 
unit, the Seattle Mariners. 


HER FIRST public appear­ 
ance with that baton corps, she 
recalls, was in the Tacoma Daf­ 
fodil F e s t i v a l parade. “And 
what a thrill that was for me!

SHE BEGAN taking lessons 
from an Ericka Tatsumi 
At 15, Mindy placed in the 
1965 Washington state baton- 
twirling championships in Seat­ 
tle. 
A n o t h e r highlight of those 
years was a week’s attendance 
at a baton camp at Sun Valiev. 
Idaho. “I earned the scholarship 
by selling the most Seafair skip­ 
per pins that year,” she says. 
We twirled batons eight hours 
a day. And I thought it fascinat­ 
ing.”

Olema Ranch Facilities 
Only Yards From Seashore 


By DON KEOWN 


For three years L arry M arks 
cultivated his 14-acre parcel at 
Olema as an artichoke field, 
and he lost money every year. 
Even though he had an Italian 
helper who labored 18 hours a 
day among the artichokes, “ the 
farm was just too sm all to be 
operated econom ically.” 
And so. when his books at the 
end of that third year showed 
him $700 short of breaking even 
on his crop, he decided to con­ 
vert from artichokes to tourists. 


CONSTRUCTION of the Ole­ 
m a Ranch Campground on the 
land next door to Olema’s Ro­ 
man Catholic church and only 
some 500 yards from the boun­ 
daries of the Point Reyes Na­ 
tional Seashore began April 5 
1959. 
On July 25, 1969, it opened for 
business. 
In its first year, it served 7,- 
000 people from 49 of the 50 
states and from 11 foreign coun­ 
tries. drawn there m ainly by the 
proximity of the Point Reyes 
Seashore and its recreational 
opportunities. 


MARKS’ P A Y I N G guests 
m ake the Olema Ranch their 
headquarters, staying in tents, 
cam pers 
and 
trailers, 
while 
they 
explore 
the surrounding 
countryside, b e a c h e s , moun­ 
tains, forests and villages. 
And Marks, looking forward 
to an even bigger second sea­ 
son. finds his new career of 
cam pground operator more sat­ 
isfying as well as more profita­ 
ble than his earlier brief fling as 
an artichoke grower. 
For one thing, it takes M arks 
back to his youth when as the 
son 
of 
a 
Yosemite 
National 
Park Co. employee he lived in 
Yosemite for five years in the 
1920s. 


“ I HA\ E ALWAYS enjoyed 
being and working outdoors ” 
lie says. 
Actually, M arks spent a good 
m any of his earlier years in the 
cabins of a “liners. 
He was 
for 23 years with 
F a n s Wo. d Airlines and three 
years wi h World Airlines as na- 
viga.or. and during that period 
he !i\ed a year in Italy and nine 
v ears in Egypt. He seized that 
opportunity to do a great deal of 
cam ping, hunting and fishing 
around the historic Red Sea and 
to participate on a safari into 
the Sudan. 
■Fti his favorite base during 
those years was California. 


“AND WHEN I was flying out 
of New York, I com m uted from 
c alifornia, arranging my flight 
schedule so that I could rem ain 
out here as many days as possi­ 
ble each m onth.” 
It was while living on the Pen­ 


insula that he used to visit W’est 
M arin, driving past the arti­ 
choke field at the edge of Ole­ 
m a. 
In 1961 he purchased that land 
as an investm ent, but under his 
ownership it was to lie fallow 
for the next several years. 


IN 1963, MARKS, like other 
airliner navigators, was “auto­ 
m ated” out of his job. 
In 1966 he began the planting 
and cultivation of artichokes on 
his Olema property. And it was 
with some misgivings that he 
eventually abandoned that proj­ 
ect. “It was the last artichoke 
field in Marin County,” he says, 
“and seemed to me to be a part 
of the county’s heritage. But I 
couldn't go on subsidizing histo­ 
ry.” 
At the time he had acquired 
the Olema land in 1961, a future 
campground site was no part of 
his plans. 


“I KNEW NOTHING about 
any plans for a Point Reyes Na­ 
tional Seashore,” he says. 
But now the national seashore 
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L ™ . w m/AKi\o w o Iks past tw o of the cam ­ 
pers p a r k e d on his O le m a Ranch C a m p ­ 
gro u n d as he takes an i n s p e c t i o n stroll 
th rou gh the prem ises. M arks, a form er a ir­ 
line n avigator, opened the cam p gro u n d s vir-

was a reality, and Marks was 
the owner of 14 acres located 
conveniently nearby that cou'd 
no longer be profitably farmed. 
I guess the idea for a camp­ 
ground was a natural one,” he 
says, ‘‘considering my Yosemite 
background. And I had always 
enjoyed taking my boys up into 
the Sierra camping and fishing. 
This had h e l p e d make me 
aware of the tremendous de­ 
mand for camping and recrea­ 
tion sites and facilities. People 
were craving the outdoor exper­ 
ience.” 


MARKS FIRST looked into 
various franchise operations. 
‘‘But 
these,” 
he 
says. 
“ I 
didn t like. They were too ster­ 
eotyped. 
Basically, 
I 
wanted 
buildings, a landscape and a gen­ 
eral feeling that complimented 
the national park atmosphere. 
And I wanted to serve family- 
style cam pers.” 
O l e m a Ranch Campground 
began functioning with 30 “full 
hook-up ’ facilities for recrea­ 
tion vehicles providing sewer, 
e l e c t r i c and water service 
connections, and 36 sites for 
camping tents, along with the 
necessary restrooms and tile 
showers, complete to hot water 
and flush toilets. 


IT WAS NECESSARY to in­ 
stall 5,000 feet of underground 
piping for the water system. 
And since the Olema water sys­ 
tem lacked 
the 
capacity 
to 
serve the campground needs 
normally, Marks also put in a 
10,000-gallon reserve tank into 
which he draws water during 
the night when it is not being 
used by the townspeople. 
O l e m a Ranch Campground 
also has its own system to pump 
the water and maintain pres­ 
sure. 
Solid wastes go into a septic 
tank and affluents into an evap­ 
oration pond. 


M A R K S SAYS Marin County 
health, building and planning of­ 
ficials were extremely helpful in 
the proper planning of his facili­ 
ties — “particularly Bill Des­ 
mond.” 
Because it had been an arti­ 
choke field, the O l e m a prop­ 
erty 
w a s virtually 
treeless. 
Marks planted some 1,000 trees 
and shruhs, sticking as close as 
possible to species natural to 
the area such as Bishop pine 
and the coastal redwood. 
Marks has another 34 poten­ 
tial camping spaces awaiting 
development on the property. 
The utilities are already availa­ 
ble. But first he will build anoth­ 
er bathhouse. 


“T H E S E WILL give me 100 
sites on 14 acres,” he says, 
“which is actually mobile home 
density, and considerably less 
c o n g e s t e d than most camp- 
g r o u n d s . In parks, camping 
density sometimes runs as high 
as 20 to 25 per acre.

pie come to Point Reyes is to 
get away from the crowds. And 
I intend to give them some 
breathing space.” 
When Olema Ranch Camp­ 
ground 
began operating last 
summer, there were two other 
privately-owned camping sites 
functioning in West Marin — at 
Merrill Lawson’s 200-space Law­ 
son’s Landing at Dillon Beach, 
and at Marconi Cove belonging 
to a group that includes Morgan 
Noble and Blair McDonald. 


BOTH ARE near splendid out­ 
door areas. But neither enjoys 
the very close proximity to 
Point Reyes National Seashore 
that is offered by Olema Ranch 
Campground. 
The seashore itself has three 
camping areas of 12 sites each 
within its boundaries. But these 
are available only 
to 
back­ 


packers, on a reservations bas­ 
is. 


Within the seashore, there are 
no overnight spaces for recrea­ 
tional vehicles. 


ALTHOUGH Marks o p e n e d 
his new campground with a 
minimum of publicity, 37 of its 
spaces were occupied its first 
night. And business continued 
brisk through the summer vaca­ 
tion period, so that by Sept. 1 
the 7,000-visitor figure had been 
attained. 
Business fell off sharply with 
the resumption of school and re­ 
mained slow through the fall, 
winter and early spring. 
Nevertheless, Marks plans to 
operate his camp on a year- 
around basis.

B.C. Waters That Smoke And Soothe 


Before the white man crossed 
the Rockies, Indians had discov­ 
ered on America’s West Coast 
what they named Smoking Wat­ 
ers. 
Today their smoking waters 
hot springs have new names but 
they are used now as they were 
by the Indians, for curative re­ 
laxation. 
British Columbia is home for 
nearly all of C a n a d a ’s hot 
springs with the mountainous 
western belt rich in resort areas 
featuring hot pools and spas. 
The waters of these springs 
are of surface origin, geologists 
tell us. 


RAIN WATER or snow falling 
on the mountains seeps down­ 
ward through cracks, fissures 
and faults. The water becomes 
heated as it comes in contact 
with hot rock masses at great 


depths. Steam generated by this 
heat rises through cracks in the 
rocks, condenses into water and 
gushes out as hot springs. 
It was the discovery of hot 
springs bubbling from the slopes 
of the Rocky Mountains that led 
to the establishment of Cana­ 
da’s first national park. 
Fairmont Hot Springs in the 
Kootenays is one of the many 
British Columbia resorts that 
have sprung up around these 
magnificent hot springs. A 2,000 
acre development in the Win- 
d e r m e r e Valley, open year 
’round, Fairmont has four pcols 
where the odorless mineral wat­ 
er ranges in temperature from 
85 to 118 degrees. 


ALSO FEATURED are pri­ 
vate m i n e r a l swirlpools and 
therapy as well as natural baths 
carved from rocks where water 


temperatures vary from 112 to 
118 degrees. 
On easily-traveled highways, 
Fairmont is just 187 miles from 
Calgary, 80 miles north of Cran- 
brook near the B.C.-U.S. bor­ 
der, or a 100-mile jaunt from 
Golden on Highway 95. 
Accommodations at Fairmont 
range from luxury suites to rus­ 
tic cabins. Trailer sites and 
camping areas are available for 
the mobile set. 
Twenty-two miles north on 
Highway 93, Kootenay National 
Park f e a t u r e s Radium Hot 
Springs, another 12-month re­ 
sort. A hot pool with 110 to 114 
degrees is world renowned for 
its therapeutic use.

provides steam and massage 
rooms as well as dressing fa­ 
cilities. 
Two hotels, 34 motels, govern­ 
ment and private camp grounds 
at Radium round out facilities 
to suit every type of traveller. 
Just 30 miles north of Nelson 
a smaller hot springs resort 
called Ainsworth overlooks Koo­ 
tenay Lake. Steam baths in na­ 
tural caves and swimming in an 
odorless mineral pool are at­ 
tractions here. 
Not every B. C. hot spring has 
b een developed. Some have 
been left natural and are availa­ 
ble to those seeking hot pools off 
the beaten path. 


ONE SUCH HOT spring is si­ 
tuated at Sheep Creek, 40 miles 
outside Kimberley on the road 
to White Swan Lake in the 
Rockies. Another can be found 
on Ram Creek Road just 30 
miles from Kimberley. 
Both of these hot springs just 
seep out of the mountainside. 
Perhaps the most famous of 
B. C. hot springs resorts is Har­ 
rison Hot Springs, located just 
78 miles east of Vancouver in 
the beautiful Fraser Valley. The 
area features a hot springs spa 
located in the 288-unit Harrison 
Hot Springs hotel complex. 
The golfer, fisherman, hiker, 
boating enthusiast as well as the 
swimmer will each find his 
sport available here. 
Motels as well as trailer sites 
round out the accommodations 
at Harrison. 


IN NORTHERN British Col­ 
umbia, 15 miles from Terrace, 


Lakelse Hot Springs features 
three hot mineral pools. Other 
attractions include hunting, fish­ 
ing and riding. Nearby fossil 
beds along Copper River Road, 
seven miles east of Terrace are 
easily accessible by car. 


Still further north near the B. 
C.-Youkon border Laird H o t 
Springs is located about one-half 
mile from Mile 496.5. Here wat­ 
er temperatures touch the 115 
degree mark. 


Accommodations are located 
cne mile away at the Laird Riv­ 
er Hotel. 


Canada’s western shores also 
boast hot springs. Hot Springs 
Cove lies about 25 miles west of 
T o f i n o by water. TTie cove 
stands at the entrance of Sidney 
Inlet and someone has to be 
found with a boat willing to 
travel the 25 miles between the 
islands and up the inside chan­ 
nel. But what a trip! 


ONCE ON LAND a hike of 
about a mile over the trail and 
through the woods brings you to 
the hot spring pools. Springing 
from the e a r t h the water 
emerges at 183 degrees. Howev­ 
er, by the time it reaches the 
several shallow pools around the 
springs the water is relaxing 
and pleasant.

American Steaks Pass Test 


With French Taste Expert 


By P E T E R A. GASKELL 


PARIS (U P I)—The American 
steak ranks high in the gastron­ 
omic world. 


The a s s u r a n c e came this 
week from Jean Lasbugues, 59, 
one of the dozen highly trained 
and highly demanding French 
inspectors who c o m p i l e the 
Michelin Guide hotel and res­ 
taurant ratings. 


lasbugues, who has 35 years 
of food, wine and hotel sampling 
behind him, went to New York 
to rate restaurants for Michel- 
in's New York City guide which 
came out in 1968. 


“ I found American steaks just 
excellent,” 
Lasbugues 
s a i d. 
Like all Frenchmen who go 
to the United States, I was most 
impressed by American beef, 
and one-pound steaks are not 
something we are used to.” 
Lasbugues said he also en­ 
joyed the variety of seafood 
available in the 60 New York 


restaurants he tested in his 
month long visit. 
“ During my visit I sampled 
big, middle-sized, and small res­ 
taurants—even the sidewalk au­ 
tomats—to get an idea of how 
you can eat in New York. I 
must say you can eat pretty 
well because there's such a 
range of restaurants, including 
many good ones where they 
serve foreign cuisine.” 
I^asbugues had some reserva­ 
tions about the steaks, however. 
“ They are so thick that they 
need very careful preparation. 
A number of cooks grill them so 
that the topside is carbonized 
and the underside cold.” 
I asked him for a gourmet's 
c o m p a r i s o n with French 
steaks—often recognized as the 
best in the world. 
“ The American steak is very 
good, though a little fattier than 
ours—it must be the result of 
how the cattle are raised. I 
would say that French beef, 
Charollais for instance, has a 
more subtle taste.”

THE GREAT PERSUADER by 
David Lavender; Doubleday, 
377 pages, $7.95.

The “ Big Four“ of the Cen­ 
tral and Southern Pacific rail­ 
roads are the scapegoats of Cal­ 
ifornia 
history. 
Their 
single- 
minded drive for a monopoly of 
rail transportation to the lusti­ 
ly-growing Golden Stale made 
them obvious targets for miner 
and muckraker, plowman and 
politician. 
In fact, the “ four merchants 
of Sacramento'’ were no more 
venal and grasping than promo­ 
ters of other railroads of the 
period. If they were more suc­ 
cessful than most in raiding the 
treasury and running rough­ 
shod over the rights of the little 
man, it was largely because of 
the ultra-practical politics of 
one of them: Collis P. Hunting­ 
ton, the “ great persuader ." 
It was Huntington w hose 
dream grew larger and larger. 
It was he who often drove the 
others — Leland Stanford, Mark 
Hopkins, and Charles Crocker 
—. to expand their own dreams. 
It was he who bought steel rails 
and politicians, who boasted and 
wheedled — and perjured if ne­ 
cessary — to get the funds to 
keep the road a-building. 
When the Big Four in t h e i r 
Nob Hill castles ruled Califor­ 
nia, and looked down patroniz­ 
ingly on those who once had 
been their equals, it was largely 
because he had never let them 
give up. 
In 
Huntington’s 
view, 
the 
Southern Pacific Co. was Cali­ 
fornia’s greatest benefactor. It 
was easy for him to think so. 
Like a lesser tycoon of the later 
automobile age he could believe 
that “ what is good for the rail­ 
roads is good for America” — 
and particularly what is good 
for the road that the Big Four 
built. 
He and his partners raided 
the treasury. But they did so for 
a purpose that had been de­ 
clared prime national policy. 
They helped to unite the nation. 
And who can sav their treasury

today’s “defense contractors?” 
David Lavender’s biography. 
“ The Great Persuader,” was 
written with cooperation of the 
Huntington family. But he has 
not spared the seamy side of 
Huntington’s career — and of 
other careers with which it was 
entwined. 
The figure that emerges is 
that of a man who would stop at 
nothing to attain his ends, who 
fought with his partners while 


he drove them to exertions to 
equal his own (and never for­ 
gave Leland Stanford because 
he refused to be driven). It is 
the story of a man who stooped 
sometimes to small things, but 
did so to achieve great things 
Huntington emerges as the pro­ 
totype of the 19th Century em- 
pire-builder: shrewd, ruthless, 
with few scruples, but capable 
of accomplishing the seemingly 
impossible.

Great Depression 
Recalled Vividly 


HARD TIMES by Studs Ter- 
kel; Pantheon, 462 p a g e s ,

“ oral history- 
of 
the 
Great Depression” packages the 
impressions and recollections of 
some 200 people. Most of them 
suffered, some had little person­ 
al tribulation, a few even bene­ 
fited by the economic collapse. 
Only a small number of the 
n a r r a t o r s 
are 
well- 
known — people like Cesar 
Chavez and C. Wright Patman. 
The majority are obscure fi­ 
gures, some are memorable for 
enduring years of bitter poverty 
and surviving with spirit intact 
Terkel presents his material 
in a seemingly artless, off-hand 
form. This permits a wide range 
of opinion about the causes and 
effects of the depression, much 
of it contradictory. Notable is 
the fact that most people claim 
they’ve forgotten about the de­ 
pression long ago. This is hard 
to believe. 
Thirty years 
of prosperity 
since 1940 (the advent of World 
War II ended the ten-year De- 
pr e ss io n ) have healed the 
wounds, but the scars are still 
there in the subconscious. 
Terkel’s people 
talk 
about 
their experience on farms, in 
business, as social workers, po! 
iticians, children and parents. 
They describe personal experi­ 
ences of poverty such as living 
in shacks and feeling grateful 
for being spared life in rusted 
auto bodies or caves—where 
some families lived! Negroes 
recount their experiences; some 
comment that whites suffered 
worse than blacks. The whites 
lost much; the Negroes had lit­ 
tle to lose to begin with. 
Theatrical producer Herman 
Shumlin 
ironically 
prospered 
during the depression. He de­ 
scribes a chance encounter with 
a once-successful cohort: “ . . I 
grabbed hold of him. There was 
a deadness in his eyes. . he 
didn’t want to talk to me. He 
lived in perpetual sham e This 
was, to me, the most cruel thing 
about the depression . . . ac­ 
cepting the idea that you were 
just no good.” 
Virginia Durr, a pioneer in

the civil rights battle, describes 
the effects upon poor whites and 
blacks in Alabama. “ Have you 
ever seen a child with rickets? 
Shaking as with palsy. No pro­ 
teins, no milk. And the compan­ 
ies pouring milk into the gut­ 
ters. People with nothing to 
wear, and they were plowing up 
cotton. People with nothing to 
eat, 
and they 
k i l l e d 
the 
pigs. . .1 think the reason for 
the gap between the black mili­ 
tants (today) and the young 
white radicals is that the black 
kids are much more conscious 
of the thin edge of poverty.” 
Cesar Chavez describes the 
life of i t i n e r a n t Mexican- 
American 
families, 
including 
his, as they barely existed while 
moving throughout the South­ 
west picking crops. 
Terkel offers no conclusions 
about the depression. He merely 
presents excerpts from the mon­ 
ologues of a fascinating array of 
people. The effect is visceral, 
exciting reading—unforgettable 
v ignettes of the biggest econom­ 
ic disaster in our history. 
Most of the commentators 
agreed that few people under­ 
stood what was happening to the 
nation or to themselves. They 
blamed themselves for much of 
their deprivation. 
Herbert Hoover comes in for 
surprisingly little criticism, con­ 
sidering the rage his name in­ 
voked in the ’30s. 
Franklin 
Roosevelt was a national hero 
for several years after his elec­ 
tion in 1932 to the presidency. 
Even big business welcomed 
firm measures like the Bank 
H o l i d a y . The Securities Ex­ 
change Commission curbed ex­ 
cesses in a stock market that 
had pushed a shaky economy off 
the cliff. But the ardor for Roos­ 
evelt lias cooled in retrospect.

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The Disease Of Civilization 


As Diagnosed By Alan Watts 


By DON KEOWN 


Alan Watts’ newest book is a 
small one, composed entirely of 
previously published material, 
and unpretentiously titled “ Does 
It Matter? Essays on Man’s Re­ 
lation to Materiality.” 


Yet it impressed us more 
than anything we have read in 
some time. 


The contents range from arti­ 
cles written for Playboy through 
a lecture delivered before the Il­ 
linois State Medical Society to a 
series of short essays done for 
the Bulletin of the Society for 
Comparative Philosophy. 
Despite the diversity of their 
sources, the pieces all have a 
common general theme: That 
civilized peoples, both Eastern 
and Western, but particularly 
the latter, have so tied them­ 
selves to systems based upon 
symbolism that they are una­ 
ware of actuality — “ the living 
vibrations of the real world.” 


“ The disease of civilization. . 
.,” Watts writes in his introduc­ 
tion, “ is that we have too much 
of a good thing: we confuse the 
marvelous facility of description 
with what is actually going on, 
the world as labeled and classi­ 
fied with the world as it is.” 
Much of our thinking, our 
talking and our reading, he 
charges, deal not with reality, 
but with its s y m b o l s . And 
“ there is no grist for the intel­ 
lectual mill if we get into a sit­ 
uation wehere thought is all 
about thinking, and where books 
are about nothing except other 
books.” 
Watts strikes at the heart of 
man's self-imposed predicament 
in his lead essay, “ W e a l t h 
Against Money.” We are preoc­ 
cupied, he points out, not with 
true wealth, but with money 
which is only a symbol we have 
developed for it. It is exactly

this confusion, Watts adds, that 
has triggered the revolt of the 
younger generation against the 
values of their parents. 


‘We should replace the gold 
standard by the wealth stan­ 
dard,” Watts advocates, in ex­ 
ploding 
the 
monetary 
myths 
that have shaped our disastrous 
e c o n o m i c and social policy­ 
making. 
. .as of today, an 
economic utopia is not wishful 
thinking but, in some substan­ 
tial degree, the necessary alter­ 
native to self-destruction.” 
At the very root of our diffi­ 
culties, Watts insists, is man’s 
misconception of his own role in 
the greater scheme of things. 
He sees himself as a separate 
and apart individualist at odds 
and at war with not only his fel­ 
low man, and all other crea­ 
tures. but with creation itself. 
Man’s 
future 
depends, 
ac­ 
cording to Watts, upon his reali­ 
zation that he is, instead, an in­ 
tegral part of a great ecological 
p a t t e r n , interdependent and 
closely identified with all other 
forms of life down to the tiniest 
m i c r o b e . This concept, says 
Watts, is the basis of a return to 
reality and the antithesis of the 
mythology man has built up 
around himself. 
“ Basically, then, ’self’ is not 
only the body but the whole 
energy system which embodies 
itself in all bodies,” he writes. 
“ The conceptual ego does not 
control this system any more 
than it controls the heart, but 
whereas ego is your idea of 
yourself, the total energy sys­ 
tem of the universe is what you 
are. People who realize this 
could be trusted with technologi­ 
cal power, for they would res-

“ Trying to force a lock bends 
the key, for which reason a tru­ 
ly intelligent man never forces 
an issue. He resorts instead to 
judo, the ‘gentle way’ of trim­ 
ming one’s sails to the wind. . 
.and of splitting wood along the 
grain. Such intelligence is there­ 
fore 
the 
alternative 
to 
viol­ 
ence.” 


Watts is fascinating in “ Mur­ 
der in the Kitchen” when he 
makes a lighter-hearted applica­ 
tion of his thinking to the fine 
and neglected art of food pre­ 
paration and appreciation, and 
equally entertaining when he at­ 
tacks men's fashions. 


He is less convincing when he 
defends the use of drugs in psy­ 
chedelic and religious experi­ 
mentation. The westerner, he 
seems to feel, needs the tools 
to reach the state of knowledge 
that many eastern philosophers 
have already a t t a i n e d . But 
d dn't most of these Asian sages 
accomplish their great under­ 
standing 
without 
the 
aid 
of 
drugs? Still. Watts is more than 
interesting when he describes 
graphically the characteristics 
he underwent in his own efforts 
to stimulate mystical experi­ 
ences within himself through 
drugs. 


Watts' rich background as a 
scholar and interpreter of Zen 
Buddhism and other Eastern 
philosophies and religions is ap­ 
parent throughout the book. But 
here he is less esoteric than in 
some of his other writing. It is a 
book intended to provoke an 
awakening and induce under­ 
standing in the w e s t e r n e r 
trapped in a social system that 
prefers money to wealth and 
where he eats the menu instead 
of the dinner. It is intended to 
direct man's attention from the 
symbols writh which he has be­ 
come obsessed to the true ma­ 
terialism — the environment of 
which he is a part and upon 
which his future rest utterly and 
completely. A man at peace 
with that environment is a man 
who may yet e s c a p e self­ 
obliteration. 


This is Watts at his most bril­ 
liant form. Even those who have 
read all or most of the essays in 
the journals in which they first 
appeared 
might 
well 
benefit 
from a re-reading — and — 
more important — a re-thinking 
of their meaty content.

FOR THE JUNIORS 


Publishers of books for juniors 
appear to be trying to make up 
for past neglect in issuing bio­ 
graphies about prominent black 
people. 
Two of the most recent, both 
from Crowell, are “ Somebody's 
Angel child” by Carman Moore 
($4.50) and “ Malcolm X ” by Ar­ 
nold Adoff ($3.75). 
The former is the story of 
Bessie Smith, the great blues 
singer from the slums of Cha- 
tanooga who led a temptuous 
but aristically productive life. It 
is part of the “ Women in Ameri­ 
ca” series and is s t r a i g h t - 
forward biography, told plainly 
but sympathetically. There is a 
selected discography and photo­ 
graphs of Bessie Smith and her 
musical peers. 
“ Malcolm X ” is for younger 
children and details the difficult 
life of one of the most controv­ 
ersial and most interesting men 
of this century. It follows Mal­ 
colm from juvenile delinquent 
and adult convict to his emerg­ 
ence as a forceful spokesman 
for the more militant blacks. 
Melcolm X is accorded the re­ 
spect that no too many, particu­ 
larly of the white race, showed 
to him when he was alive. His 
life story is treated as a source 
of inspiration for a thoughtful, 
not mindless, kind of militancy 
that Malcolm X came to repre­ 
sent in his last years. 


Some other newr books fo r 
juniors: 
The name B e n c h 1 e y alone 
suffices as a promise of some­ 
thing witty and different, but 


Nathaniel Benchley’s “ The Sev­ 
eral Tricks of Edgar Dolphin” 
(Harper & Row, $2.50) falls 
short of expectations. Part of 
the publisher’s 1-Can-Read Book 
series, it tells a rather routine 
story of a dolphin captured by 
men who entertains his captors 
for a time, then finally makes 
good his escape back into the 
sea. Despite the predictability 
of the story, children no doubt 
will be intrigued by a hero they 
can identify with Flipper of tele­ 
vision fame. And Hawaii-born 
Mamoru Funai has provided ap­ 
pealing illustrations. 
“ What Is A Sister?” (Essan 
dess) is a softcover compilation 
by Lee McGrath and Joan Scob- 
ey of children’s answers to that 
question. “ A sister is not the 
g r e a t e s t 
thing 
in 
the 
world . . 
one begins emphat­ 
ically. And Sharon summarizes: 
” A sister is a pest. Unless of 
course she isn’t a pest. Then 
she’s not human.” Lisl Weil’s il­ 
lustrations are fun-filled. It’s a 
clever little non-book for big. or 
little, sisters. 
Goblins seem to have been on 
the decline in the children’s lit­ 
erature that they have enriched 
for generations. One, however, 
makes a comeback in “ Tops 
and B o t t o m s ” (Four Winds. 
$3.95) by Lesley Conger. It’s a 
really rollicking tale, with illus­ 
trations by Imero Gobbato to 
match, of a battle of wits be­ 
tween a clever farmer and a de­ 
termined 
b u t 
not-too-bright 
goblin. Mrs. Conger has adapted 
an old English folk story and 


produced a very funny and very 
entertaining book for small boys 
and girls. 
“ The 
Life 
of 
K e s h a v” 
(McGraw-Hill, $5.95) by Rama 
Mehta is an introduction for 
American boys and girls to a 
very different way of life from 
their own. It is the story of the 
son of a poor village farmer in 
India whose struggle for educa­ 
tion, even with the help of a 
scholarship, requires sacrifices 
on his own part and imposes 
hardships on his family’. But the 
family is united in its determi­ 
nation that Keshav will have his 
schooling. A leading writer of 
India, Mrs. Mehta has present­ 
ed an honest and meaningful 
portrayal of family life in her 
land that is both changing and 
bound by traditions and the 
past.

Ella F i t z g e r a 1 d has been 
called a lot of complimentary 
things, such as “ The First Lady 
of Song.” 
But mostly she’s 
called Ella, the biggest compli­ 
ment of all. 
It’s like speaking of a beloved 
relative, somebody not seen oft­ 
en enough but who, when seen, 
never lets you down. And of 
course everybody knows whom 
you’re talking about. 
At her recent opening night at 
the Waldorf in New York, Ella 
sang more new songs than old. 
But, unlike some mature sing­ 
ers who s p l i c e a few rock- 
oriented numbers into a set and 
sound uncomfortable and self- 
conscious doing it, Ella makes 
anv song she chooses her own. 
SHE SWINGS lightly “ This 
Girl’s in Love with You;” scats 
around with “ Open Your Win­ 
dow;” dances gracefully show­ 
ing off how slim she has become 
after a chorus of ‘‘I ’ll Never 
Fall in Love Again;” growls out 
the b e g i n n i n g of “ Spinning 
Wheel;” goes wild and high 
with “ Get Ready,” and ends 
with “ Put a Little Love in Your 
Heart,” moving to the beat and 
singing sweet and high. 
Three of those songs are on 
her latest album, “ Ella,” out 
last August on Reprise. She’s 
recorded a few things in Califor­ 
nia for the next album but 
doesn’t know when she’ll finish 
it. After New York, there’s a 
European tour with the Count 
Basie band. 
The Schwann Catalog lists 28 
LPs by Ella Fitzgerald in its 
jazz section, of the more than 
100 she has made. Asked wheth­ 
er there’s something she’d like 
to record that so far she's 
missed . Miss Fitzgerald can t 
think of anything. 


S H E SAYS, “ They surprise us 
sometimes, with the songs they 
choose. But 1 like to try lots of 
things.” 
When Ella sings there’s not 
only the famous tone and range 
and flexibility, but also a sense 
of improvisation and spontanei­ 
ty, which always works. 
There is a fault in some of her 
albums—the backup musicians 
are too heavy-handed, covering 
her voice instead of letting it 
w ing where it will, and be heard. 
We assume that’s a sin primari­ 
ly of the arranger. 
Ella needed to be flexible

the audience. Ix>uis joined her 
in front of the band, put an arm 
around her neck, took the mike 
away from her and said, “ Relax 
while I do ‘Mack the Knife,’ and 
think up something we can do 
together.” Louis sang “ Mack 
the Knife;” Ella sang a bit of 
scat a l o n g s i d e , without the 
mike, and the audience loved it. 


THE AUDIENCE loved it still 
more when Louie asked the 
band if they knew “ You Won’t 
Be Satisfied,” told them, “ You 
all just follow us,” and they 
sang a duet of that. 
Ella has recorded for Decca, 
Verve and Capitol in the past. It 
was the idea of Norman Granz. 
whose “ Jazz at the Philharmon­ 
ic” she toured with for years, 
that she do a “ songbook” series 
One of those, “ Ella Fitzgerald 
Sings the Irving Berlin Song- 
book,” won her a Grammy 
Award as best female vocalist 
of 1958. She also won Grammies 
in that category: for 1959 “ But 
Not for Me;” 1960, both “ Mack 
the Knife” and the LP “ Ella in 
Berlin,” and 1962, “ Ella Swings 
Brightly with Nelson Riddle.” 
Ella, who now is 52, got her 
start as almost everyone knows 
- by winning the $10 prize at 
the weekly amateur show at the 
Apollo Theater in Harlem, at 
age 16. Chick Webb heard her 
and hired her as his band sin­ 
ger. The two of them wrote 
“ A-Tisket, A-Tasket” in 1938 
After his death in 1939 she front­ 
ed his band for three years. 
Ella now lives in Beverly 
Hills, with three nieces and her 
20-year-old son Ray, son of ja/z 
bassist Ray Brown from whom 
she was divorced some years 
ago. She performs about

months of the year, getting out 
there with the small hand mike, 
the l a r g e handkerchief for 
touching her brow after a heat­ 
ed number, the hand over one 
ear so she can hear herself 
through the mike, the repertoire 
of hundreds of songs, the on- 
pitch, bendable voice.

serves Marinites so well in 
so m any w ays —in massed 
beds, as accent plants and 
as b o r d e r s . This is the 
low-growing China Doll, a 
1970 All Am erica S e l e c ­ 
tion. It is a compact grow er 
that p r o d u c e s loads of 
blooms in red, salmon and 
red-and-white 
colorations. 
It can be used in borders in 
combination with o t h e r 
p l a n t s or by itself. Or a 
fe w can be tucked in here 
and there about a garden 
for c o l o r f u l accents. Or 
they can be grown in clay 
pots to decorate a patio. 


Perennial Plants Will Do Many 
Jobs, And Will Do Them Well 


Perennial bedding plants play 
a large role in Marin gardens. 


They can be used in large co­ 
lorful masses, to fill narrow 
beds, in evergreen shrub set­ 
tings or in borders with other 
flowering plants. Many excel in 
containers for use on porch and 
patio. 


Such perennials as the daisy 
family, delphiniums and carna­ 
tions have long enjoyed popular­ 
ity, as have many others. There 
are many perennials worthy of 
planting, and nurserymen have 


a large selection of the long- 
lived perennials to choose from 
right now. 


TWO HIGHLY recommended 
by nurserymen are the Trans­ 
vaal daisies and marguerites. 


The familiar daisy flower and 
exquisite colors of the Trans­ 
vaal daisy (gerbera) are two of 
its popular assets. 


The four-inch slender-rayed or 
double flowers can be found in 
hues of yellow, coral, pink, or­ 
ange, red and white. From ear­ 
ly spring to early winter, these 
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flowers grow to 13 inches in 
height. They are stunning in 
beds by themselves and in ran 
dom clusters as handsome ac­ 
cents in the garden. 


PLANT TRANSVAAL daisies 
in full or not less than a half­ 
day’s sun. Good drainage is a 
must. And in seating out the 
plants, make sure the crown is 
above the soil. 


Marguerites are a California 
favorite because of their long 
blooming season and their pro­ 
lific flower production. So popu 
lar are they, nurseries have 
them available in many sizes 
From small transplants in nur­ 
sery flats to larger landscape 
size specimens, which are al­ 
ready adorned with loads of 
flowers. 


Besides the white and yellow 
marguerites, which achieve a 
height of two to three feet, there 
are pink ones and felicia, some­ 
times called blue marguerite. 
The pinks average about two 
feet tall and make excellent 
edgings around p e r m a n e n t 
plantings. The lower growing 
felicia adds a cool touch to sum­ 
mer gardens.

Use Those Fences 
To Spotlight Your 
Showiest Plantings 


Bv their very nature, fences 
increase the a w a r e n e s s of 
what’s planted against them. 
They serve as a backdrop for 
some of the garden’s most re­ 
warding effects. 


While shrubs in other parts of 
the garden may recede into the 
depths of greenery, against a 
fence they are prominently dis­ 
played. In selecting shrubs, it is 
important to insure that this 
prominence is accorded those 
plant materials that benefit bv 
it. 


The form and structure of 
shrubs planted against a fence 
or wall are all important. Tall 
shrubs with an open pattern of 
growth are more desirable in 
most cases than tall shrubs 
which grow into dense masses 
of 
foliage. 
They 
permit the 
fence to show itself as a contin­ 
uous, unbroken line. 


SOME TOP choices include 
the bottle brushes, twisted juni­ 
pers, 
xylosma 
and pineapple 
guava. 


Besides their upright growth, 
the bottle brush provides loads 
of red blooms throughout the 
year. The twisted juniper has 
gained its fame because of the 
columnar, twisting growth, and 
dark green foliage. 
Xylosma 
has appealing apple green pen­ 
dulous foliage which is a lovely 
addition to the garden. 


Pineapple guava is e r e c t - 
growing. It has beautiful waxy 
red and white blooms followed 
by tasty and edible fruit. The 
foliage is a gray-green. 


AMONG THE gray - foliaged 
shrubs there are several to con­ 


sider for planting in the fore­ 
ground of fences: The shrub- 
type eucalyptus (such as E. rho- 
dantha which has c a r m i n e 
blooms); feathery cassia, with 
needlelike foliage and yellow 
flowers; 
and jacknife acacia, 
with saw-tooth leaves. 


The eucalyptus has l a r g e , 
semi-oval foliage; 
the acacia 
boasts yellow flowers. All will 
create an interesting pattern 
against a fence. 


With smaller shrubs, the open 
pattern is less important, but 
form is still a matter of inter­ 
est. Chartreuse-like Gold Coast 
juniper and other dwarf-type 
junipers, heavenly bamboo, Ore­ 
gon grape and New Zealand fla* 
are all well-adapted. 


BLOOM SHOULD have a high 
priority for planting a fence. Ca­ 
mellias, rhododendrons, azaleas 
and fuchsias are perfect for 
shaded and semi-shaded areas. 


In the sun, use roses, hibiscus, 
tall bearded iris and bird of par­ 
adise. The flowers are even 
more outstanding with a fence 
to backdrop them. 


Nurserymen will have espa- 
liered plants such as pyracan 
tha, magnolia, loquat and others 
a l r e a d y started on trellises 
These give the g a r d e n e r a 
chance to create his own pat­ 
terns against a fence. 


T h e list of opportunities is 
endless. Not mentioned are the 
many good vines to use. 


Best bet is to let a nursery­ 
man fill you in on the complete 
list.

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You Can Fix That Broken Sash Cord _ 


By ANDY LANG 


It’s a rare old house indeed 
jhat doesn’t have at least one 
window with a broken sash 
cord. 
]f a window must be propped 
up to keep it from slamming 
down, it means that the sash 
cord probably has come apart. 
Because it appears to be a re­ 
pair that shouldn’t be tackled 
except by an expert and be­ 
cause there doesn’t seem to be 
any emergency, it rarely gets 
fixed. 


IT IS POSSIBLE, however, 
for any home owner to replace 
a sash cord with a few simple 
tools and by following certain 
directions. The replacement can 
be made with a sash rope and 
weight or with one of the more 
modern methods of opening and 
closing windows. 
Using sash 
chains rather than cords pro- 
v i d e s double-hung, certically 
sliding windows with both extra 
durability and workability. 
Sash chain and accessories 
are available in bulk or in pack­ 
ages in most hardware and 
building supply stores. It takes 
from 10 to 12 feet of sash chain 
per average-sized window plus 
four individual spiral spring fas­ 
teners and hooks in metals to 
match the chain finish. 


THE ONLY TOOLS required 
arc a hammer, small chisel or 
screwdriver and a pair of pliers 
with a sharp wire-cutter to cut 
the chain to desired lengths. 
Here’s how the job is done! 
1. With the window shut, take 
a chisel or screwdriver and 
hammer and loose and pry off 
wooden strips holding the win­ 
dows in place at the top and 
both sides. Be sure you gently 
remove them to avoid splitting 
at the corners or in the middle. 
Remove the top and bottom win­ 
dow units and set them aside. 
2. On each side of each win­ 
dow. you will find two sash 
weights suspended inside the 
window channels by old sash 
ropes, one or both of which will 
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be broken. To expose and get at 
these weights, unscrew the in­ 
terior wooden cover from the 
top and bottom of both sides. 
Remove the ropes from the sash 
weights and from the pulleys on 
each side of the window chan­ 
nel. 
3. Guide the “ eye” end of the 
sash chain over the pulley, leav­ 
ing the other “ closed’’ 'end of 
the chain hanging inside the 
w i n d o w frame. Thread the 
closed end through the opening 
in one end of the sash weight. 
Take one of the metal sash 
hooks and thread the narrow 
loop of the hook through the 
closed end of the chain. Then 
fasten the wider end of the hook 
around the chain to hold it firm­ 
ly to the sash weight. 


TAKE THE OPEN eye end of 
the same chain and thread it 
through the spiral spring fasten­ 
er to the middle of the spring 
until the chain is suspended. 
Place the chains and springs in 
the recesses of the sash. 
Repeat this process for the 
top and bottom sashes and pul­ 
leys on each window of the in­ 
terior wood channel. Make sure 
all four hooks are firmly closed 
and that the chain is securely 
held in the middle of all four 
spiral springs. 
You then replace the top and 
bottom of the window, holding 
both sections in place until you 
have secured them by replacing 
the wooden parting strips at the 
top and both sides. Finally, re­ 
nail the wooden strips. 
These instructions, which may 
seem involved to someone who 
has never worked on a window, 
can be followed quite easily by 
taking each step in turn.
